MICH. TO EXHIBIT AT CHICAGO 
OUT-DOOR LIFE SHOW . 


Michigan’s out-door life, recrea- 
tional resources and vacation appeals 
will be a predominate feature of the 
Sixth National Out-Door Life Ex- 
position at Chicago next May as the 
result of a conference at Lansing last 
week when the Michigan Conservation 
Commission and representatives of 
he three tourist associations of the 
state discussed a collaborative ex- 
hibition program. 

Space controlled by the three tour- 
ist bodies, including two booths leased 


by the Conservation Commission, will . 


give Michigan an entire aisle, running 
irtually the complete length of the 
Coliseum, at which the exposition will 
be held, flanked on both sides with 
Michigan exhibits, The aisle will be 
named “Michigan Avenue”. By virtue 
of the side wall which backs one side 
of the aisle, Michigan will have a 
dominant position in the Coliseum, 

William H. Loutit, Executive Chair- 
man of the Conservation Commission, 
stated that the commisison will lease 
two booths at the exposition and will 
stage a comprehensive exhibit of live 
specimens of Michigan’s out-door life, 
including birds, fish, and game. The 
conservation commission’s booth will 
be in charge of P. J. Hoffmaster, 
superintendent of state parks. The 
state commission will cooperate with 
the tourist associations by supplying 
additional specimens of wild life to 
be used in the associations’ exhibits. 

Governor Fred Green was present 
at the conference in Lansing and ex- 
pressed his approval of the plans. 

The out-of-doors appeal will be ac- 
cented throughout the Michigan ex- 
hibits, and will include not only wild 
life but the recreational appeals con- 
comitant with Michigan’s enormous 
shoreline on the Great Lakes and the 
thousands of inland lakes, rivers, 
streams etate parks, and state forests 
with the Michigan National Forest. 

Among those present at. the 
meeting were George Hogarth, acting 
director of the conservation commis- 
sion; T. F.. Marston, secretary-treas- 
urer, East Michigan Tourist Associa- 
tion, Bay City; George E. Bishom 
secretary-manager, Upper Peninsula 
Development Bureau, Marquette; 
Hugh J. Gray, secretary-manager, 
Michigan Tourist and: Resort As- 
sociation, Grand Rapids; Milo E. 
Westbrooke, Chicago, representing 
the exposition, and representatives of 
the chambers of commerce of St. 
Joseph, Benton Harbor, and Muske- 
gon. 

The. three tourist assgciations con- 
trol enough booths along the  pro- 
posed “Michigan Avenue” at the Coli. 
seum to take care of the needs of 
individual enterprises in their respec- 
tive sections which desire space for 
exhibition purposes at the exposition. 
Those enterprises desiring exhibition 
space are urged to get into communi- 
eation with the tourist organization 
in their territory as soon as possible 
as all reservations must be made be- 
fore January 5, 1928. 


FROM RAW COTTON TO CON- 
SUMER 


Here are a few paragraphs by an 
unknown author, which presenta an 
interesting, although cynical, picture 
of conditions today: 

“A little patch of cotton was tended 
by an ancient colored man who owned 
a spavined mule.

Then he added 
a profit end sold the frock to a whole- 
asler. It was carried across town in 
a truck. The wholesaler placed the 
garment on a rack, added a profit, and 
sold it to an out-of-town merchant. 
Tt was shipped by express. 

“The merchant placed the frock in 
his window and priced it at $9.98, 
which rpresented a comfortable profit. 
The garment in the window represent. 
ed 4 centa worth of raw material, 
$1.86 worth of labor, $2.08 worth of 
transportation, and §6.05 worth of 
salesmanship. . 

“It was a niee little froek, but no- 
body bought it—-not because the price 
was too high, but because everybody 
had an idea that it eouldn’t be worth 
much at that price. 

“Then the merchant removed it 
from tha window and placed it on a

CONCERNING MOTOR CAR FIRES 


By Erwin Greer 
(President Green School of Electrical 
& Automotive Trades, Chicago, Ml.) 


Here are scme very interesting ex- 
periment; with gasoln: as conducted 
by A. H. Holreun, Agricultural en- 
gineering division, Unversity of Cali 
fornia. : ; 

Nowhere and at no time are 
knowledge and a cool head more at 
a premium than when fire reaches 
gasoline. Every year automobiles 
and trucks by the hundreds are burned 
up while their owners stand helpless- 
ly looking on. 

‘Mr. Hoffman has repeatedly eaused 
an electric spark to pass between the 
very closely spaced points of a spark 
plug placed inverted and submerged 
in a quart milk bottle filled with gas- 
oline, The spark showed bright and 
was sharply anapping but no ignition 
of the gasoline resulted. The same 
spark made the pass while the plug 
was held in the mixed gasoline vapor 
and air above the liquid gasoline at 
the top o fthe bottle promptly caused 
a slight explosion, followed by a sur- 
face burning of the gasoline vapor 
which, while slow at first, became 
more rapid as the heat generated 
caused a quicker vaporization of the 
fuel. Closing the mouth of the bottle 
ith the palm of the hand cut off 
oxygen supply and in a second ex- 
tinguished the fire. If the fire had 
been permitted to burn until the un- 
equal heating had cracked the bottle 
and permitted the gasoline to flow 
out ,a large surface area would have 
been exposed to the air making pos- 
sible a very rapid increase of the fire.

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the air from the fluid gasoline would 
have smothered the flames.. 

With the same quart bottle half 
full of gasoline, a lighted match ap-; 
plied to the mouth ignited the one 
pint of mixed air and gasoline vapor 


leausing ‘a stronger explosion and a 


slight after burning at the surface of 
the gaosline which was easily put out 
because it was difficult for air to get 
in fast enough to keep the fire going. 
With the bottle emptied of gasoline 
but still wet, the explosion was much 
stronger but not enough to endanger 
the bottle so long as the mouth was 
not covered. 

Similarily with a gasoline tank, the 
more nearly empty the tank is, the 
greater will be the volume of mixed 
gasoline vapor and air and the strong- 
er will be the explosion if fire gets 
to it. Also the smaller the opening 
relative to the volume of the mixture 
the. more powerful the exposion. Of 
course, it is never altogether safe, to 
say the least ,to hold'a lighted match 
to the mouth of a large gasoline tank 
whether full or empty. because, even 
if the tank did not burst, there might 
be enough gasoline and oil soaked 
wood, upholstering, etc., in the neigh- 
borhood to cause an explosion.
